The decision is regarded by lawyers as rendering the United 
Railways Co. liable for a large part of the outstanding damage 
judgments, estimated at $1,500,000, against. the defunct Transit 
company, its predecessor. The decision is final, unless some con- 
stitutional ground can be found for an appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court.

by lease the property of the other. 
.The statute does not .contemplate 
that a group of men may create two 
street railway corporations, to op- 
erate the same system, both in the 
same place, covering the same ter- 
ritory, engaged in doing the same 
work, and then shift the assets 
from one to the other, under the 
guise of either leases or sales at 
their pleasure.

Violation of the conditions of the 
lease. That being so, the United 
Railways has no right tn law, cer- 
tainly aone in equity, to look to the 
lease for the ascertainment of what 
it should have received on surrender. 
So far as contracts between the two 
are concerred, if we are to regard 
the corporations as distinct entities, 
it was a voluntary surrender by one, 
on the arbitrary demand of the oih- 
er. 

Apart from any construction that 
the law may place on the true na- 
ture of the transaction by which 
the assets before then in possession 
and apparent ownership of the 
Transit company passed over to 
United Railways on the surrender 
of the lease, the idea that it was a 
sale by the Transit to the United 
Railways was flatly and somewhat 
vehemently repudiated by the pres- 
‘ident of the two companies, testify- 
ing as a witness in the case.

Andrew Wardenski Confesses 
to Assisting in Burglary of 
Jewelry Store.

PLUNDER IS RECOVERER 


Much of the Stolen ‘Goods 
Found Secreted in Home of 
Youth’s Sweetheart. 


Andrew Wardenski, 17 years old, son 
of Detective Stanislaus Wardenski of 
the Police Department, confessed, after 
his arrest early Tuesday at the home 


of his flancee, Annie Frost, at 1029 
North Broadway, that he had taken 
part in a burglary five hours before. 
in which more than $1000 worth of jew- 
elry and silverware was stolen. 

The weeping girl refused, even after 
she heard his confession, to believe that 
voung Wardenski was a criminal. She 
went, soon after his arrest, to the Carr 
Street Police Station, where her brother, 
Stanley Frost, and Frank Smith, or 
Kapik, were also prisoners. Kapik, a 
former convict, admitted complicity in 
the burglary. Young Frost was held 
only as a witness, there being no evi- 
dence against him. 

Knowledge of Wardenski’s engage- 
ment to Annie Frost ied policemen, aft- 
er looking for him at his home, 1437 
North: Eighth street, to go to the Frost 
house. There, on the first floor, they 
found not only young Wardenski and 
Kapik, but all the plunder they had 
taken from Joe Galandsky’s store 
at 1418% North Eighth street. 

The stolen goods were hidden under 
articles of furniture. Stanley Frost 
and his mothe and sister expressed 
surprise when the articles were’ found, 
and said they had not seen them before. 
Wardenski and Kapik united in declar- 
ing that the Frosts knew nothing of 
what they had been doing, but the po- 
licemen decided to take Stanley to the 
station, 

Wardenski said he and Kapik were 
intoxicated when they broke into Ga- 
landsky’s plece, and that there had 
been no previous plot. Kapik, who ad- 
mits that he served a term at Jeffer- 
scn City for robbing a macaroni fac- 
tory, says Wardenski lured him into the 
burglary. 

Store Enutered Through Window. 


Galandsky’s store was entered 
through a window from which three 
panes were cut. Wardenski admits 
that he was the one who, with a 
hatchet, broke off the combination of 
the small, cheap safe. After opening 
the door, the robbers broke into the in- 
ner compartments with a stove poker 
and a stove shaker. \ 

They took a diamond ring, valued at 
$200; two pairs of diamond earrings, 
valued at $400; three gold bracelets, 
$100; a lady’s gold watch and fob, $100; 
a diamond locket with gold chain, $45; 
set of silver spoons, knives and forks, 
$30; plain gold ring, $10; silver ladle, 
silver watches, a voile skirt and a box 
full of pawn tickets. Most of the arti- 
cles were part of a small jewelry stock 
carried by Galandsky. 

The diamond ring was found in 
Smith’s pocket, and the diamond ear- 
rings were found in Wardenski's posses- 
sion. The other articles were revealed 
p by a search of the room. 

Burglars Scared Away. 

Two other robberies were attempted in 
the same neighborhood early Tuesday, 
and these the police ascribe to Warden- 
ski and Kapik, though they have not 
admitted them. 

Leo Cherrick of 1411 North Eighth 
street heard someone trying to break 
into his room, which contained a large 
Stock of pineapples and lemons, and 
jumped out of bed and picked up a 
bammer, the only weapon he had. He 
heard one of the men outside say, ‘‘Don’t 
bother that fellow; ne’s got a gun. 
Let's go up and sleep in that empty 
room overhead.’ He did not follow 
them to see whether they went to the 
room. 

David Goldstein and his wife, Mrs. 
Mollie Goldstein of 1321 North Eighth 
street, heard someone trying to enter 
their kitchen window. “What do yeu 
want?’ shouted Mrs. Goldstein, and two 
men were heard running awey through 
the court at the rear of the house. 

Wardenski says Tuesday morning's 
“job” was his first. The police will try 
to learn whether he had any part in 
the North St. Louis robberies ascribed 
to Kapik.

Not a Wheel Moves on Georgia 
System on Ninth Day of 
Firemen’s Dispute. 








NEILL IN PEACE MOVE 





Labor Commissioner’s Arrival] 
in Atlanta Awaited—Many 
Towns Need Food. 





ATLANTA; Ga., Mey 25.—The substi- 
tution of automobiles for railroad train 
service was the chief development in 
teday’s strike of the Georgia Railroad 
firemen. Between 50 towns in Central 
and Northeast Georgia scores of auto- 
mobiles whirred today on_ schedules, 
which sometimes beat those of the big 
locomotives. 

The engines, with f:res out, stood sul- 
ien, without a wheel moving the length 
und breadth of the Georsia Railroad 
system. The automobile service was 
nostly town-to-town runs, but many 
machines ran 79 miles, or more than a 
third of the distance from Atlanta to 
Augusta, the route of the main line 
of the railroad. 

Passenger rates in these automobiles 
varied. Some machines could be had for 
from ‘$4 to $6 per hcur. One party of 
four came into Atlauta at an expense 
cf $45 for the party for a fast 40-mile 
ride. 

The fight of the rural postmasters to 
deliver their mail became inspiring. 
Davlight today brovght in two rain- 
scaked, mud be-spattered postmasters 
trom the vicinity of Lithonia, carrying 
heavy sacks of mail after an all-night 
struggle over pitech-dark- roads in an 
automobile. A brief stop here and back 
they went with the return mail. 

Mail on Autos and Hand Cars. 

Division Superintendent Terrell said 
the Georgia postmusters had been au- 
thorized to use. uutomobiles whenever 
possible, but they were not authorized 
to spend any money for automobiles and 
that they were using commendable in- 
cenuity to obtain rides in machines. An 
automobile mail service was-established 
out of Augusta as far West as Thom- 
son this afternoon. From Atlanta a 
handecar loaded with mail sacks was 
started in the opposite direction. 

IND LEAD— 

Hope of improvement is held out by 
the arrival here of Commissioner of La- 
bor Charles P. Neill. General Manager 
Scott of the railroad and Vice-President 
Beall of the firemen’s organization, lead- 
er of the strike, both came her to await 
Mr. Neill. Gov. Smith meanwhile had 
not abandoned his efforts to bring about 
arbitration. 

People Cause the Tie-Up. 

The tie-up of the railroad is due not 
to serious acts of violence, but to the 
uncompromising ultimatum from severai 
communities through which the road 
passes that trains will not be allowed 
to pass carrying negro or strike-breaking 
firemen. 

The danger that the strike may spread 
to other railroads became serious when 
Vice-President Beall of the firemen’s or- 
ganization said that diversion of the 
Georgia Railroad's freight business to 
other roads would cause the firemen of 
the latter to vote on whether they 
would accept the diverted freight. 

Planning Auto Mail Service. 

Preparations are under way by post- 
office officials to establish an automo- 
bile mail service between Union Point 
and Athens, Ga. 

For years negroes have been employed 
on practically all the railroads in the 
South. The strikers assert that the 
Georgia has been giving the vegro fire- 
men the best runs on the road, the ne- 
groes being cheaper to hire. The negro 
fireman’s pay is $1.25 a day, while the 
whites get $1.75. The whites, -it is 
claimed, though kept in the employ of 
the road, have been getting very little 
work, the only reason they were kept 
at all being that the negroes could not 
become engineers, and so a certain num- 
ber of white firemen must be on hand 
to fill engineer vacancies. 

Mobs Attack Firemen. 

At Thompson an ultimatum was sent 
to the railroad that no more trains 
manned by negro firemen should pass 
through. Mobs have attacked firemen, 
both white and black, in Athens. Au- 
gusta, Thompson, Union Point, Dearing 
and other points. Negro firemen have 
been beaten and some may die. The 
citizens formed the mobs. 

Gov. Smith sent Attorney-General 
Hart to Augusta to investigate. Te a 
ported that the situation was dangerous 
and suggested the Arbitration Board of 
Georgia, which the road did not favor. 

The refusal of the engineers to work, 
which tied up the road, was due to the 
fact that they considered the situation 
dangerous, and believed they would be 
injured if they took their trains out. 
In their contract with the road they are 
granted protection. 

It is generally believed that the Geor- 
gia was merely the first road selected 
and that a demand for the elimination 
of the negro employes from the best 
runs on other roads in the South will 
be made. 


Strike W crries Po Postal Officials. 

WASHINGTON, May 265.—Each day 
that the tie-up on the Georgia Rail- 
road continues because of the strike 
of firemen add greater concern to the 
Postoffice Department. Of particular 
concern to officials is the fact that 
the mails are becoming congested at 
Atlanta and Augusia and other places.

CHURCH LIBERTY 


Duma Legalizes Old Believers 
Sect, First Step Toward 
Religious Freedom. 


LT 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 2%.—The 
Duma today began the discussion of a 
law legalizing the sect of Old Believers. 
This is the first of a series of important 
measures designed to put into effect 
the principles of religious liberty enun- 
ciated in the Emperor’s manifesto of 
May 13, 1906. 

The sect of the Old Believers, which 
in various forms embraces 15,000,000 
worshippers, is the largest dissident 
body in Russia. It separated from the 
purent orthodox church in the _ period 
of religious reforms under Peter the 
Great. 

The bill, which was first enacted as 
an emergency measure, after the dis- 
solution of the second Duma, grants the 
Oid Believers the free practice of their 
religion together with certain special 
rites, but it denies them the privilege of 
proselyting among the members of the 
Orthodox Church, of preaching in public, 
or of using the title of priest for their 
clergymen. 

The bill was subjected to a two-sided 
attack. A: representative of the Holy 
Synod denied entirely the right of Par- 
tiament to legislate in matters affecting 
the orthodox church, while the Liberals 
rroposed amendments removing the re- 
striction. 

The measure probably will be passed 
'n the form it is reported to the Duma.

Mrs. Arthur J. Roemmich Says 
She Heard Husband 
Forcing Door. 


$10 IMPOSED 


FINE OF 


Wife, Who Has Sued for Di- 
vorce, Refused to Look at 
Defendant. 


For breaking into his wife’s home to 
see his 93-year-old son, Arthur J. Roem- 
mich, assistant cashier of the German- 


American Bank, was fined $10 and costs 
by Judge Tracy of the Clark Avenue 
Police Court Tuesday. Mrs. Lillian B. 
Roemmich, the wife, testified against 
her husband, but refused to look at 
him. 

Mrs. Roemmich was stylishly attired 
and her good looks attracted much at- 
tention in the Police Court. She testi- 
fied that on the evening of May 12 her 
husband went to her home at 2318 Sid- 
ney street and demanded admission. 

“He called me on the telephone about 


- 7:3 p. m. and said that unless he got 


the baby by 5 minutes past 8 there 
would be —— to pay,” she said. “I 
teld him the child had the mumps 
and that he could not see it. He was 
in the habit of calling me by telephone 
and abusing me, and I was getting tired 
of it. 

“About 8 p. m. he came to the house 
and rar~ the front doorbell. I did not 
answer _. He then went to the back 
Goor and began knocking. When I 
heard him forcing the door I ran out. 
Mrs. Spain, who is living at the house, 
grabbed the boy in her arms and also 
ran out. 

“She took the child to the home of 
Mrs. Street, at 3316 Sidney street, where 
she spént the night. My husband 
cursed and abused me at the door, and 
I was very badly frightened, and afraid 
te return to the house until the next 
day.’ ' 

Mrs. Roemmich has since filed suit 
for divorce. Roemmich admitted that 
he broke inte the house, but he denied 
that he abused his wife. 

“My wife called me up the morning 
of the incident and asked me for $10,”’ 
said Roemmich. “I had been giving her 
$60 a month since we separated last 
September. Last month I sent her but 
650, because I paid a bill for $10, for 
her. When I went to the hou I 
tang the front doorbell three times. 

“I had not seen my boy for several 
weeks. Neighbors told me that he was 
hot sick, but had becn playing in the 
yard that day. 

“T then went to the back door and 
knocked three times. Nobody answered, 
and then pushed open the door and 
“went in. I did not abuse my wife.’’ 

Roemmich is now living at 2710 South 
Compton avenue. 


Judge Tracy told Roemmich that he. 


was not in the proper frame of mind 
when he went to his wife’s home. On

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Most Powerful Fortifications to 
Be Constructed on Pacific 


Coasi. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—Fortifi¢ations 
to cost approximately $7,000,000 are to 
be built to defend the Panama Canal. 
In the 20 days Secretary of War Dick- 
ingon spent in looking over the ground, 
he and Major-General F. Franklin Bell, 
chief of staff, went into the matter 
carefully. The significant feature of 
their tentative decision is that the most 
powerful and elaborate batteries are to 
be planted so as to repel attacks from 
the Pacific Ocean. 

There are'to be three batteries on the 
Pacific side, on three islands, between 
ten and fifteen miles off shore. Other 
batteries will be placed along the canal, 
guarding the principal locks. 

On the Atlamtic side the arrangement 
will be much more simple. A range of 
hills runs down to the sea, commanding 
the entrance to the canal, and upon 
them it is planned to mount more than 
sixty of the highest power disappearing 
guns. None of these will be less than 
18-inch caliber, and they will run as 
high as 16-inch in the main batteries.

It has never been necessary to train 
one of them. Old Sultan and Fannie 
taught those who immediately followed 
them that they were there to guard the 
premises and how to do it. These in 
turn taught the puppies that [foilowed, 
just by leading and association. 

The dogs will not permit a strange 
dog to come within the yard. If one 
inadvertently wanders in he makes a 
rush for the nearest gate when he dis- 
covers what he has fallen among. If 
he reaches the gate he is safe, but if he 
is caught before he gets out he is a 
dead dog. The pack would kill instant- 
ly.

Assigned to Posts, 

In the ward are three stations guarded 
by the dogs. Inside the east gate there 
is a shipping dock. Eight dogs have 
been chosen to- guard this.

They have alarms which only they 
themselves and Julius Bock unders’.and. 
For instance, if a deg discovers a prowl- 
er in his viciinit: he gives a peculiar 
bark which those of his pack under- 
stand, and they flock to him. But there 
are other calls which will bring every 
dog in the yards together in a moment 
and present a fighting force of 25 sav- 
age and ruthless fighters, for they know 
no mercy, these dogs, when duty calls 
them to the defense of the property of 
their masters. 

Bock is as fearless, in the two blocks 
of yards and buildings, when alone at 
night as if he were accompanied by a 
company of soldiers. As he walks his 
rounds with his lanterns two or three 
of the dogs are at his ueels, and he 
knows that every part of the institution 
is being safely guarded, no matter 
where he may be. 

Peek Discovers Fire. 

One night he was walking through one 
of the foundries when he heard the dogs 
making a terrific and unusual wproar. 
Their voices rung out with a new tone— 
a different, insistent clamor. 

Running from the building, he dis- 
covered one of the tupolas of the fur- 
naces was afire. Leaving the dogs to 
watch it, he hurried to a fire-box and 
turned in an alarm. 

When the firemen arrived he had to 
introduce them to the dogs before they 
would allow the strangers to enter. The 
fire was extinguished, but had it not 
been for the alarm by the dogs the 
whole place might have been destroyed. 
Since then the dogs have often discov- 
ered fires in the stables and other parts 
fof the grounds, and given the alarm.

Mr. Van Cleave has a high regard for 
his band of watchers, and regards them 
among the most valued employes of the 
institution, and certainly the least ex- 
pensive.

With Aeronaut Will Practice 
Breathing Tank Oxygen in 
Airtight Cell. 


GOING UP TEN MILES 


Stevens Will Try to Catch 
Wireless .Messages From 
Ancient Planet. 


By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 2%.—Leo Stevens, 


the aeronaut, got back from Amherst 
College yesterday, having spent several 
days with Prof. David P. Todd, the as- 
tronomer, planning the details of the 
balloon trip that he and the professor 
have promised themselves to take next 


. September. Mars will be nearest the 
éarth then and the professor is going to 
try to intercept some of the electric 
messages he believes the wise old Mar- 
tlans have been patiently firing at us 
for centuries. 

“IT don’t know about getting in touch 
with Mars; that is the professor’s busi- 
ness; but I have contracted to take him 
up 10 miles and I'm going to do it,”’ said 
the aeronaut yesterday. 

Stevens added that the professor was 
engrossed by the prospect of the trip 
and was reudy to begin training right 
away. Of course, first of all the pro- 
fessor will have to be sky-broken. He 
is golng to begin on that next week, 
‘when Stevens will take him and a few 

of his fellow Amherst boys on a little 
escension at Springfield, Mass. After 
that, if the professor follows the aero- 
niut’s directions, he will go up every 
week or so and learn to like it. 

Will Go Into Training. 
‘For August the professor has laid out 

‘* course of training for himself and 
Stevens. It will consist of regular ex- 
er¢ises at breathing tank oxygen in an 
airtight compartment. Stevens will 
gtobably take this course at Ambherst. 
Its purpose will be to acclimate them 
tw life in the airtight aluminium com- 
partments in which they will be-penned 
for a greater part of the flight. 

“One of the things that was settled at 
Amherst,”’ said Stevens, “‘was the ques- 
tion of ballast. That has been troubling 
us. It will be impossible for us, penned 
up in our aluminum cases to handle 
rand or anything of that sort. We have 
concluded, however, to carry water -as 
ballast, which will be released by stop 
cocks in the aluminum boxes.” 

Tle balloon which Stevens will use 


has a lifting power of two and a half 


tons, but the aeronaut says he will make 
ample provision for expansion in the 
rarified tegions, starting out probably 
with the balloon not more than one- 
third inflated. Also he is going up a 
mighty sight faster than he would or- 
@inari'y so as to keep from freezing 
when the balloon touches the high 
points. 
of a pound of ballast will send my bal- 
‘Joon up 1000 feet,” said he, “but when 
we start on the great ascension we will 
G@rop prcbably 50 pounds of water at a 
time.”’ 
To lose Like Refrigerater. 

The aluminum tanks will close air

‘Mr. Stevens does not ‘expect, however, 
that they would have to resort to their 
tanks until they attain a height of four 
miles or more. They will have a‘ little 
chair in each aluminum box and a good 
supply of “‘heat-producing”’ food. 

Stevens has never been higher than 
four and three-quarter miles. He said 
yesterday:

DISAGREEING JUDGES. 

The astonishing difterences of opinion which 
divide courts on important causes are emphasized 
by the action of the four judges of the Federal 
Circuit Court, who sit as the Appellate Court, on 
the St. Louis Terminal ouster case. Two judges 
favored the Government’s contention that the:Ter- 
minal Railway Association is a monopoly from 
which relief ought to be granted and two fa- 
vored the Terminal side of the case. Failing to 
agree, the judges certified the fact and sent the 
case to the United States Supreme Court for ad- 
judication. 

Undoubtedly the case would have been ap- 
pealed if the circuit judges had agreed upon a de- 
cision, so that their disagreement has little ef- 
fect upon its final disposition. 

The opinions of the four judges would have 

been interesting. They would have illuminated 
the question at issue. But perhaps more in- 
teresting than any opinion is their failure to 
agree. To laymen it is amazing that four Ap- 
pellate judges, all learned in the law, should 
come to contrary conclusions on the same state- 
ment of facts. These wide and irreconcilable dif- 
ferenees of opinion among judges of the higher 
courts imply an intricacy and confusion in the 
laws which ought not to exist. If trained law- 
yers, with full knowledge of legal principles, 
cannot agree upon an interpretation of the law 
and its application to the facts of a case, what 
possibility is there of mere laymen understand- 
ing the laws and their bearing upon transactions? 
And how can we blame juries for disagréeing 
with regard to the weight to be accorded facts 
under judicial instructions? 
Congress and the state legislatures have pro- 
duced an enormous quantity of legislation. The 
production continues year after year. What we 
need more than new laws are the simplifcation 
and uarmonization of the laws we have. If we 
had fewer and clearer laws and a less compli- 
cated mode of procedure, litigation might be re- 
duced and the burdens which attend it on account 
of retrials, appeals and overcrowded dockets, 
greatly lightened. Reform of the most practical 
and beneficial kind lies in this direction.

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SHERIFFS’ RESPONSIBILITIES. 
The responsibility of a sheriff for a prisoner in 
his charge is enforced by the ruling of the United 
States Supreme Court in the case of Sheriff John 
F. Shipp of Hamilton County, Tennessee. The 
Supreme Court granted an appeal in the case of 
Ed Johnson, a negro convicted of criminal as- 
sault and sentenced to be executed. The negro 
was lynched and the Court holds the Sheriff for 
contempt of court on the ground that he did not 
make sufficient effort to protect the prisoner, who 
was constructively in the custody of the Court. 
The decisicn hinged upon the question whether or 
not, the Sheriff had performed his full duty in 
defense of the prisoner against the mob. 

The proceeding of the Court is novel. . But the 
soundness of policy upon which it is based can- 
not be denied. Nor can the benefit of the Court’s 
action be overlooked. Too often in’the past the 
resistance of sheriffs to lynching mobs has been 
slight through cowardice or complacence or sym- 
pathy witl. the mob’s purpose. Determined re- 
sistance on the part of sheriffs ana their dep- 
uties would prevent many lynchings.

He attended a flesta at 
Chapultepec on May 6, the national hol- 
iday, and was told by a soldier to stand 
back of a certain line. He quarreled 
with the soldier and was arrested on 
charge of striking and kicking the sol- 
dier. 
A military court sentenced Erney to 
a year’s imprisonment. He appealed to 
the “Supreme Tribunal Militar.”’ which 
affirmed the sentence and added four 
months to it. It was then found that 
he had left Mexico. 
It has been intimated by the Mexicon 
authorities that if Erney will at once 
return to the City of Mexico, President 
Diaz will pardon him, but that if he 
remains away, his bondsmen wil] be 
made to pay the full amount of their 
obligation &nd Erney wili not be permit- 
ted to enter Mexico in the future.
